The prt5feecution's case against Gov- 
ernor Sniall is closing in an anti-cli- 
max this week and will probably bo 
concluded before the next week end 
comes. . 

The climax came Thursday of last 
week with the calling to the stand ot 
State Treasurer Edward E. Miller. 
Here was the man who for nearly 
twelve months had been heralded as 
the "star witness" of the state; the 
man whose testimony would undoubt- 
edly "convict" Governor Small. 

But Mr. Miller's testimony was not 
a "Big Bertha" for the state; it was 
only a "dud." It in no way "convicted" 
the governor; it did not even point^the 
finger of suspicion in his direction. 

As a matter of fact Mr. Miller 
proved as good a witness for the de- 
fense probably, as, any it willcall to 
the stand. Here is the comment of 
Joe D. Salkeld in The Chicago Daily 
Journal, a paper which at least has 
not been over zealous in its support. 
of the governor: 

"Mr. Miller's testimony failed to 
produce pi^omised sensations. Mr. 
Miller was on the witness stand one 
hour and twenty-five minutes. He was 
questioned one hour and t^velve min- 
utes on direct examination and the 
cross examination took just thirteen, 
minutes. The failure of the state fell 
like a wet blanket on the spectators in 
the court room." 

The prosecution had expected to 
prove by Mr. Miller that Governor 
Small had conspired with State Treas- 
urer Sterling, and Vernon and the late 
E, C. Curtis to defraud the state.

George H. Wilbur, one of the best 
known lumbermen in the middle west 
who achieved his early success in 
Burlington, died at his home in "Wau- 
kesha last week.

It Is only of comparatively 
recent years that farming In Canada 
hns become thrf comprehensive nnd ex- 
haustive study It Is and Its tenets 
been so widely absorbed, and older 
farmers who have followed linphazurd 
methods or systems sclontUlcally un- 
sound nre gradually forced from neces- 
sity Into nn Intelligent study and np- 
pllcntlon of their profession.

methods surpassed the efforts of those 
ngrlculturlsts who have continued do- 
ing things on the farm In tho way 
their fathers used to do them.

Pa a Soup.-^A good pea 
soup is one which It la 
hard to oqual In taatlness 
and wholesomenesa. 
l^ke one-half cupful of- dried peas 
soaked st least twelve hours, cook 
until tender, then put them through 
a sieve. Melt two tableapoonfuls of 
butter or pork drippings In a sauce- 
pan, add two tablespoonfuls of flour 
and cook a few minutes, then add one 
quart of milk; Add one teaspoonful 
of salt, a little chopped onion or onion 
Juice, one-half teaspoonful of celery 
leaves powdered, and one-eighth of a 
teaspoonful of pepper. ^ 

Peanut Fondue. — Grind through the 
.mtfat grinder one cupful of peanuts 
carefully shelled and the brown skin 
removed, add one cupful of soft bread 
crumbs, one and two-thlnls of a cupful 
of milk, one and one-lmlf teaspoonful 
of salt and a dash of pepper. Mix 
well, tlien stir In tlie white of an egg 
beaten stiff. Turn into a buttered 
baking dish and bake In a moderate 
oven 'for one-half hour. 

Peanut Durnpllnos. — Melt three 
tablespoon fuis of butter, add three 
tablespoonfuls of flour and cook until 
well blended, 'then add two cupfuls of 
water, salt and pepper and cook until 
• it tlilckens, then add three cupfuls of 
milk and oile-quarter of a tmpful of 
ground peanuts. When It bolls drop In 
the dumplings and cook covered from 
ten to twenty minutes, according to 
the slse of the dumplings. Use any 
good dumpling recipe. 

Qraham Muffins. — ^Take one cupful 
each of graham flour, wheat flour and 
sour cream. Add one teaspoonful of 
sugar, two tcaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoonful of salt and 
one^qunrter teaspoonful of soda. Mix 
the dry Ingredients. Add the sour 
cream Into which the soda has been 
stirred. Bent thoroughly and bake In 
gem pans in a quick oven. Sen'e hot.

In controlling -mltea on the other 
hand, we have to deal with what is 
known as an intermUtent parasite. 
These peats remain in cracks,/ and 
crevices around the roosts and drop^ 
I ping hoards during the day come out 
in force only at night. They crawl 
up on the hens and suck blood until 
they aro fuUy gorged. They then re- 1 
turn to the underside of the roosts 
and other inconspicuous places to re- 
main through the day. If unchecked 
they may easily increase to such largo 
numbers as to kill setting hens. It 
is evident that a hen cannot be ex- 
pected to lay many eggs oinder such 

ditficultics. . J . . 1, ' 

The time to fight mites is during the 
day while they are in clusters under 
the roosts and dropping boards. Some 
strong contact spray must he used 
such as creosote, rude carbolic acid, 
concentrated lime sulphur, or any of a 
number of patent coal tar disinfec- 
tants or stock dips. Spray or paint 
thoroughly the roosts and roost sup- 
ports. Repeat as often as mites are 

found, ^ ^^

LICE AND MITES 

Beginning about the first of June 
a flock of hens usually will lay fewer 
eggs each week untU production fln- 
aUy ceases in October or November. 
iFrom the standpoint of profitable 
egg production the poultryman s 
problem is to delay as long as poa- 
Bible' this inevitable drop m egg 
yield. One important factor in this 
connection is the control of lice and 
mites. As hot weather approaches 
■these little parasites multiply very 
rapidly and, if nothing is done to 
eet rid of them, will prevent any flock 
from making a profitable showing. 

/There are many kinds of Uce to 
be found on hens but fo,^"^J_«\y 
their habits are so nearly alike that, 
in practice, one method of treatment 
can be used to control them all. Or- 
dinary lice remain on the hen all the 
time and any substance used to kill 
them must be applied, to the hen. 
Spraying the chicken house will not 
■ ill lice. One of the simplest and 
ouickest methods . of treating hens 
for lice is to use a mixture of mer 
curial ointment and vaseline. Hayel 
the druggist mix these Jn. equal. parts 
Ijy weight Treat the entire flock at 
one time. Apply to each hen a small 
quantity of the ointment-perhaps the 
Bize of a kernel of com--rubbing in 
on^the skin at a point about one inch 
below the vent. Care should be taken 
not to leave much of the ointment 
cling to the feathers as it is poison- 
ous if taken internally. The effect 
of the mercury will remain long 
enough to destroy any lice which 
hatch from eggs that may be present 
at the time the treatment is given. 
Three or four similar applicatioM a 
year should keep hens reasonably free 
from lice. This ointment should not 
be used on setting hens as the mer- 
cury will prevent eggs from hatching. 
Lice powder is the only safe thing to 
I use on setting hens. 

Perhaps the cheapest and most 
satisfactory lice powder is sodium 
fluoride. This may be applied by 
the ordinary "pinch method" in which 
a hen is held by the feet head down- 
ward and^he powder worked in 
among the feathers on all parts of the 
body. Another satisfactory method 
for warm weather is to dissolve 
sodium fluoride in water at the rate 
of one ounce to a gallon. DiP each 
hen in the solution for a half minute 
after which press surplus water out 
of the feathers and release the hen. 
It is important that a bright warm 
day be chosen for this t reatment. 




Ask Lower Grain Freight Rates 

The brief of the Illinois Agricul- 
tural association asking of the inter- 
state commerce comihission for the 
farmers of lUinois the lower freight 
rates on grain, grain products and hay 
in carloads now in effect in western 
states has been filed. It may be sev- 
eral months before a decision is made. 
The I. A. A. has been working on 
the case for several months. It is 
the contention of the I. A. A. that 
Illinois, as one of the greatest of 
grain producing states, should have 
the same low rates granted on Jan- 
uary 1 to western states. 

IThe brief oonUining the argiu- 
ments of the farmers' association 
was gotten up after the research 
and investigation of months and pre- 
sents the testimony of farmer wit- 
nesses, of statistics and of other 
material.

M. Davison, director of agriculture, 
and <F': A. Laird, state veterinarian. 
A large delegation of live stock pro- 
ducers, veterinarians and represent- 
atives from several breed associa- 
tions wore present. 

Motion Made 
The following motion was made 
and carried as a recommendation to 
the division for consideration: 

"That the test on the stuff be -not 
required and that the branding with 
the letter "F" be done only in case it 
is found by investigation to be prac- 
ticable.'; ^ _. ^ 
Approve Area Plan 

The matter of area testing was 
discussed at length arid the depart- 
ment presented to the conference the 
question of the advisabUity of area 
testing and whether or not it was the 
proper thing in the face of the fact 
that money in such an instance 
would be used by certain portions of 
the state to the dUadvantage of 
other portions. 

Dr. Kieman, of Washington, made 
a very illuminating talk, revealing 
the growing inclination on the part 
of the publid in favor of area testing 
and urging that the ofiflciala of the 
Btato of lUinois look favorably on 
such a proposition. 

The conference voiced its ap- 
proval of the area method of testing 
and recommended Iftiat ij^ eptpro- 
priations for indemnity be divided in 
a proportion of 76 to 25, 25 per cent 
of the money to be used in general 
testing; 76 per cent of the money to 
be prorated among counties inaug- 
urating this method of testing ac- 
cording to the county appropriation 
mado or according to the cattle pop- 
ulation of that particular county. 
It was further recomme nded that 



all counties wishing to inaugurate 
area testing in the state of -lUinoia 
for the fiscal year 1922 must hhvo 
their application on file with Dr. J. 
J. Lintner, federal inspector ih 
charge of tuberculosis eradication in 
Illinois, Chicago, not later than June 

20, 1922. ' / 

A great deal of interest was shown 
in these matters by all organizations 
represented, as well as other mem- 
ibers of the conference who were 
farmers or feeders in the state.

Lackawanna SteeU Corporations 

—To Test Legality of Merger. 
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GUARDS WOOL FROM MOTHS 

New Preparation Said to Preserve the 
Fabric From Depredations 
of the Pesta. 

A prDpnmtlon Ima been discovered 
In Europe wiilch. It la claimed, makes 
wool Immune from the ravages of 
moths. It la In the form of a powder, 
which, before It Is applied, Is mixed 
In water with a small quantity of sul- 
phuric ncid for all-wool goods, formic 
add being used for hnlf-wool. 

The wool Itself Is said not to be 
affected by the'appUcntlon, iind only a 
few colors, very slightly. In cnaq no 
nlknlles arc brought Into contact with 
It the wool remains moth-proof when 
wnshed. Tests mude with two pieces 
of wool cloth exactly 'UllUe, In which 
moth eggs were placed, resulted, In the 
course of six montlis, In the entire dls- 
iippearnnce of the untreated fabric, 
whereas the wool which had been 
treated remained IntacL

Acting In response to' n resolution 
sponsored by Senator. Ln Kollette 
(Uep.) of Wisconsin, the federnl trade 
conualsslon Issued a citation against 
the IJethlehem nnd Lackawanna Steel 
corpuratlons' merRcr which Is now 
virtually completed, and charged that 
the 'combination will stille competi- 
tion and contains dangerous tenden- 
cies m restraint oC trade nnd com- 
merce. 

"Of course," snid the commission's 
letter, transmitting the complaint of 
the .senate, "the Issue of the complaint 
iH merely the Institution of fonnal 
proceedings to test the legality of tlie 
proposed merger," 

July 'M was named ns the date on 
which a hearing will he held here. 

With regard to the profiosed mer- 
ger of the Jlldvalo. Itepuhllc, Inland 
coaipanle.s and the formation of the 
"North American Steel cfunpany," the 
'company stated that the tentative ar- 
rangements amve been completed to- 
ward the project, but, the acthnis of 
tlie "three companies have not ad- 
vanced far enough toward complothm 
to reveal suMlcIent facts upon which 
action cim be taken. 

The commission's citation against 
the netiitehem-Lackawannu merger 
set forth that the consoljtlathm would 
give it control in excess of li2 per 
cent of all tlie steel .rails produced In 
the United States, .lli*^ per cent of 
nil the rails produced east of Ohio 
and north of the I'otoamc river, 20 per 
cent of nil long angled splice bars 
nnd other rail accessories produced 
in the United States, an per cent of 
nil rail accessories produced east qC 
Ohio nnd nortli of the Potomac, be- 
sides "veo' KUhstantlaJ perceatages" 
of otlier crude and finished I rim and 
Htool products made In the United 
States. f 

Furthermore, tlio comndsslon set 
forth, the oomblnatlon constitutes an 
attempt to monopolize Interstate 
trade and commerce In many sections, 
and particularly In tlnj New England 
states. New York. New Jersey nnd 
eastern Pennsylvania, 

Two dozen smaller steel companies, 
all Buhsldlaries of either the Hethle- 
hcm or Lackawanna compunies, are 
named In the commission's citation.

Mury Coal corporation of Pennsyl- 
vania. IJethlelieai Jlincs corporation 
of Delaware, in addition to "various 
other corporations engaged In ship 
building and transportatlnn."
